PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


To His Excellency, Governor J. M. STONE, and the Hon- 
orable Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN—I have the lonor to submit this my first Bieu- 
mial Report. It has been delayed thus long in order that I 
might be able to make it cómplete; those of my predecessors 
for some years past showing that none such, owing to the 
tardiness of county officials in furnishing the necessary data, 
have been made. For the same reason it is not claimed that 
this report is full and accurate in all its. details. At this date,

January 21st, there is still fifteen County Superintendents ' 


whose reporte for 1879 have not been received.. The statistical 
portion of this report will be submitted at a later period in the 
«session. 

It is with much satisfaction that I am able to state that the 
Public School System is in a healthy and growing condition. 
As will be seen by the statistics, when prepared, the number of 
children in attendanceis largely in excess of that ofany previous 
year. This is doubtless due, in part, to inaccurate reports of 
County Superintendents—these being based on the monthly 


reports of teachers, wherein, in many instances, there is no - 
doubt that some children are reported more than once. The 


Statistical portion of this report will also show an increase in 
thelength of school term in nearly all the counties in the 
"State. It will be observed that the financial statistics of 1878, 
including receipts and disbursements, are in excess of those of 
1877, and it is probable that this excess will be increased in 
the reports for 1879. This cannot but be regarded as a mani- 
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festation on the part of the people of the State of renewed 
confidence in the cause of popular education. Considering the 
financial embarrassment that pervades the State, the liberality 
of the people in many counties in voting the nevessary funds 
to supplement that distributed by the State, in order to main- 
tain the schools for five months in the year, is worthy of note, 
as evincing faith in the stability and efficiency of our system of 
public schools, and that prejudice and opposition are gradually 
giving way to the light and experience of the age, and that 
the public mind is now being turned in the direction of the 
improvement of the system. 

One of the most hopeful features of the system of Public 
Education with us is the almost complete liquidation of the 
enormous county school debts inherited by the present regime. 
At this time school warrantsin nearly all the counties are at par, 
whereas only a few years ago, in many counties, they were 
being hawked about the streets at from twenty-five to thirty 
cents on the dollar. And this result has been accomplished, 
in most cases, by a reduction in the number of schools, and 
this without detriment to the interests of the cause of educa- 
tion. Itis true, that under the present law regulating the pay 
of teachers, the nominal sum is not so large as formerly, yet. 
by reason of the appreciated value of warrants they receive. 
more money. E 


SCHOOL LAW. 


A new school law was enacted by the last Legislature, which 
did not, however, go into effect until a majority of the counties 
had put their sehools in operation for the year 1878, and 
hence in those counties it has been tested for only one year. 
Though much complaint has been made of this law, I am satis- 
fied that its main features are well adapted to our wants. 
Some changes of secondary importance are deemed desirable, 
and most of these have been suggested to Judge Campbell, 
with a view to their insertion in the new Code, which he has 
under revision, and I am informed by him that they will be so 
inserted. l 

No one thing is so calculated to obstruct the successful 
growth of a public school system asthe repeated changes in its. 
leading features, or the adoption of a new law, as is evinced in 
our past experience. It is impossible to secure growth and de- 
velopment in such a system by constantly tearing down and 
re-building, or by other radical changes in the law. The peo- 
ple of Mississippi,in the past, have hardly had time to familiar- 
ize themselves with one law before it was abolished, or sub- 
jected to such changes as to become a stranger to them bofore 
another was adopted. Age, familiarity and popular support. 
of school laws are necessary to the vigorous growth of a pub- 
lic school system. It is contended, that an indifferent law, 
well understood and respected by reason of its age, is better 
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than frequent changes with questionable improvemenfs on the 
oldlaw. One of the principal objections urged against the 
present law is ambiguity and conflict in many ofits provisions. 
Thus many questions have been raised that had to be settled 
by the State Board of Education and the State PUpetiHtendeiie 
thereby adding largely to their labors. 


COUNTY SUPERVISION. E 

Success in the management of any plan of labor, mental or 
physical, requires unity and concert of action. To this end, 
it is all important that all the agents, employed in its accom- 
plishment be brought under a common head. Upon this prin- 
ciple is founded the philosophy of superintendence in all the 
departments of human affairs. In noue is the necessity for 
efficient supervision more, apparent than in the public school 
system of a State. Noone at all familiar with the workings 
of such a system will for a moment question this statement. 
Unfortunately for the success of tho system in Mississippi, 
there are many holding authority over our schools who have 
not the time, with the small salary allowed, nor the inclination, 
to find out what are the wants and necessities of the schools 
under their control. To make it successful, the supervis- 
ion must not only be intelligent, but it must also be system- 
atic in its application. 

The duties required of County Superintendents, under ex- 
isting laws, are numerous, onerous and responsible. They are 
required to assist their respective Boards of Supervisors in 
determining the number of schools in the county and locating 
them, so that school facilities shall be afforded to every youth 
of school age in the county; to examine every teacher in the 
public schools of the county, and to issue certificates to them 
according to their qualifications; to annul contracts when 
teachers prove unworthy or inefficient; to see that proper text 
books are adopted and used; to employ teachers, examine 
their reports, and take their affidavit to the correctness of the 
same; to make annual reports to the Board of Supervisors, 
the State Board of Education and to the State Superintendent, 
` and such other reports as these authorities may call for; to 
open and close the schools; to appoint teachers when trustees 
fail to do so; to advise trustees and teachers in their duties; 
to administer oaths and take testimony in relation to school 
matters; to keep an official record of his acts; to be at the 
county seat every Saturday during ¿he school term, and that 
may be every Saturday in the year, and to perform al such 
other duties as may be ‘required of him by the State Board of 
Education and the State Superintendent. These are but a 
fraction of the duties which the intelligent and zealous Super- 
intendent will find to engage his attention; one of the most 
important of which is to instruct teachers in the best methods

of teaching the studies embraced in the publie school course.. 
And all this is required of him for the small average salary 
of less than one hundred and sixty dollars per annüm. 

The laborer is worthy of his hire, whether engaged offici- 
ally for the benefit of the publie, or in a private capacity. 
When-this principle is fully recognized and reduced to practice: 
in our school matters, the effect "will be seen in the increased 
interest which Superintendents will take in the selection of” 
competent and wor thy teachers, preparation of reports, B 
supervision of their schools, and in the faithful performance 
of such other duties as will tend to the general advancement 
and elevation óf tho system. 

It is the teacher that makes the school. Good teachers will 
make good schools, and.the converse of this proposition is 
equally true, that poor teaching will result in poor schools;. 
and for these results the County Superintendent, by virtue of 
the authority vested in him by law, to license teachers and 
supervise the schools of his county, is in the main responsible. 
This, few, if any, can afford to do on the compensation 
allowed. Itis believed that the interests of economy would be 
subserved by doubling the pay now allowed, with a require- 
ment that they visit and inspect the schools of their county at. 
least once during the term, as thereby many frauds perpe- 
trated by dishonest teachers and trustees in making Ke 
would be detected And prevented. 

At the last meeting of the. State Teachers’ AR, 
composed of some of the leading educators of the State, 
many of whom have no connection with the publie school sys- 
tem, but who take an interest in the educational welfare of the 


State, the following resolution was BHOR adopted :

“That the salaries of County Superintendents ba fixed at. 
the rate of $100 for every 1000 and fraction thereof of the 
educable children in their respective counties, according to the: 
last official report; Provided, that no County Superintendent 
shall receive more than $1000 per annum, and that County 
Superintendents shall visit each school at loast once during 
each session, and oftener if possible." 


The total amount annually paid in Mississippi for county - 


supervision, under existing. laws, is $11,765. That of Virginia, 
with & school population ‘of about one-third more, is $39, 150. 
In Alabama the salary of County Superintendents is “not less 
than $300 00 per annum; in Arkansas, from $300 00 to $500 00.. 

By an Act approved March 2d, 1878, the salaries of twelve 
or fifteen County Superintendents were increased, whilst that of 
all the others remained as before. "This is manifestly unjust. 
to the latter, since their duties and responsibilities are, in. 
many. instances, as onerous as those more highly favored. 
This subject is earnestly commended to your honorable body, 
believing, as I do, that the change effected by it will redound 
vastly to the educational inter ests of the State.

LOCAL SCHOOL TAXES. 


Under existing laws, whenever the amount of school fund in 
the State Treasury, derived from the various sources provided ` 
in the Constitution, in any fiscal year does not, in the aggre- 
gate, amount to $200,000, exclusive of Chickasaw and Six- 
teenth Section tunds, or other special funds, then a sufficient 
amount shall be transferred to that fund from the general fund 
to make up the $200,000 for, school purposes. This amount, 
then, together with the interest on the Chickasaw School 
Fund and the Sixteenth Section fund, (and thisflatter amounts 
to nothing in many of the counties,) is the permanent school 
fund, and the remainder necessary for the maintainance of the 
public schools must be raised by local taxation. 

Section 35 of the school law requires thatample schooi facil- 
ities shall be furnished to all the educable youth of the State. 
Section 58 of the same law makes it the duty of the Boards of 
‘Supervisors to levy a tax for school purposes to make up any 
deficiency in the aggregate amount of school funds arising 
from other sources necessary to maintain the schools for the 
time required by law, which tax shall not exceed three (3) 
mills on the dollar. It is believed that if the full amount 
allowed by law, (3 mills,) should be levied and collected in all 
the counties, ampie means would be provided for the main- 
tainance of the publie schools of the State for the term of at 
least four months in the year, and in many of the counties 
longer. Boards of Supervisors in some of the counties are, 
however, very reluctantto make any levy for this purpose, and 
in a few, no levy at all was. made in 1878, the county depend- 
ing entirely on the State distribution for the support of its 
schools, and this amount is generally not sufficient to main- 
tain them for moré than six weeks or two months. It will 
thus be seen that as the law now stands, it is possible for the 
Board of Supervisors, by restricting the levy for school pur- 
poses, to deprive the county of almostall publie school privi 
leges. And if the Constitutional provision prohibiting such 
counties from receiving any benefit from the State school fund 
is enforced, ihis State money will be absorbed by those coun- 
ties that are liberal in their levies for school purposes, 

Thisis not only in direct tiolation of the Constitution, 
which requires that the public schools shall be maintained 
for four months, but it is manifestly unjust to other counties 
that contribute principally to the State school fund. As a 
remedy for this evil it is suggested that tbe three-mill levy be 
made the minimum instead of the maximum, and that Boards 
of Supervisors be allowed, at their option, to increase this 
amount. 

: The fact of it is, that in some of the counties the school 
interests are the last to be considered. If, after all the other 
demands are satisfied, any thing is left it may go to the schools, 
Our supervisors, as a class, are believed to be as worthy and 
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intelligent gentlemen as any who hold office in the State, but 
school matters they appear to regard as something outside of 
their sphere, and at best as of secondary importance. Poor 
houses, jails and bridges engage more of their attention than 
public education. More attention to the latter would save ex- 
pense in the formor, and contribute largely to the prosperity 
and welfare of the State. Dy the change in the law suggested 
above, the conflict in the Constitution and the law as it now 
stands, may be reconciled. 


LOCAL TRUSTEES. 


One of the most serious clogs in the wheel of our educa-, 
tional progress is the inefliciency and indifference of our school 
trustees, Existing laws require that the patrons of each 
school shall assemble in December for the election of three 
trustees for their respective schools. This provision of the 
law, so far as its outward observance is concerned, I am grat- 
ified to say: has been more generally observed during the past 
year than at any former period, County Superintendents re: 
porting that they will, by reason of the neglect of patrons, 
have to make comparatively few appointments of trustees for 
this year, as they are required to do in ease of failure by 
patrons to elect them. It is made the duty of Trustees to 
select and recommend teachers for their respective schools; to 
look after the local interests of the same; to visit them at 
least once during each month; to see that fuel is provided ; 
protect school property, arbitrate difficulties or disputes 
between teachers and pupils, ete. These, it will be observed, 
are duties that incur responsibility, besides the time and at 
tention required for their performance, 

A majority of such Board is also required to testify to the 
accuracy of the record and account of the teachers of their 
respective schools, and upon these statements, as well as the 
affidavit of the teacher, the County Superintendent is required 
to issue the certificates for the pay of teachers. - It is a subject 
of much regret that, in many instances, men are chosen for 
these responsible positions who are entirely unfit or unworthy 
for the places; persons who have no direct interest in the po- 
sition, but who have an unele, aunt or cousin who would like 
to get the position of teacher. To make the position of 
trustees more desirable, and, 4A the same time, exclude incom- 
petents, I would suggest that they be excused from road duty 
and that none be eligible who cannot read and write the 
English language, as many occupying the position now cannot. 

Sufficient importance does not attach to this office, and our 
schools cannot be productive of their legitimate results until 
ihis position is fully appreciated, and its duties performed. 


COMMON SCHOOL FUND DISTRIBUTION. 


Much complaint has been made by superintendents and ' 
teachers in consequence of the failure of the Auditor to dis- 
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tribute this fund promptly on the third Mondays in Jannary 
and July, annually, as required by law. The common sehool 
fund is made up of the funds resulting from the sale of liquor 
licenses and land redemptions paid into the State treasury, 
and the fines and forfeitures for breaches of the penal laws of 
the State paid into the county treasury. This latter amount 
must be reported to the Auditor on or before the first of June 
and December, annually, and the county is credited with it in 
the distribution. If Chancery Clerks were prompt in the dis- 
charge of their duty, no difficulty would be experienced in 
the distribution, and the law would work satisfactorily. As it: 
is, however, a few are always direliet, and this direlic- 
tion on the part of a single one, frustrates the prompt execu- 
tion of the law, as all must be iu before the distribution can 
commence. This failure on the part of the county auditors 
to report promptly to the State Auditor is a fruitful source of 
trouble, not only to superintendents and teachers, but to the 
Auditor and this office, the responsibility for the failure in the 
distribution being laid at the doors of the wrong parties, and 
thereby a vast amount of unnecessary correspondence is en- 
tailed in the way of explanations. 

As a remedy for this evil, it is suggested that a pecuniary ` 
penalty be attached to Chancery Clerks who fail to make their 
reports at the time appointed by law. The whole trouble lies 
with them. The fund for distribution is in the treasury de- 
partment, and the Auditor is ready and anxious to make the 
distribution at the proper time, but he is powerless to do so 
until the reports are in from every county. During the past 
two years, this distribution has been delayed - for montis, . 
through the neglect of a few clerks, who do not appear to 
have any appreciation of the importance of promptness. 

This delay in the distribution of the school fund often worxs 
serious detriment to the school interests, as teachers are there- 
by deprived of their pay—it may be for months. 


TEACHERS. 


'The pressing demand of the educational system of the State 
is well-educated and trained teachers. How this demand is to 
. be supplied, is a question that should command the earnest 

attention of every one who feels an interest in the future well- 
being of the State. lt is true we have among our teachers 
some that are the peers of those-of any other State. These 
are, however, comparatively few in number. As stated else- 
where in this report, normal schools for the education and 
training of teachers have been adopted in most States, and this 
is doubtless the shortest and surest way in obtaining the end 
sought. It is, however, attended with an expense that it is 
feared our people, in their present impoverished condition, are 
unwilling to incur. . 

As a substitute for normal schools, the next best thing that 
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suggests itself is Normal Institutes, or Teachers’ Institutes, 
And 1 am not sure but that these, in our present condition, if 
well conducted, would not secure as good results as the more 
elaborate method of Normal schools, The effect would be 
more immédiate, as more parties would be reached, could the 
teachers, generally, be induced to attend them and take an in- 
terest in their proeeedings. To accomplish this end some leg- 
islation is needed whereby teachers in the public schools may 
be encouraged, and if necessary, required to attend County In- 
stitutes. 

. Another suggestion that presents itself, looking to the im- 
provement in our teaching force, is the establishment, at the 
State University, of a Chair of Didacties, or Normal Instruc- 
tion for the training of young men and young women for the pro- 
fession of teaching. It is thus proposed to offer students of the 
University, and others, who wish to become teachers, ample fa- 
cilities for studying the profession. Insuch a school, therights, 
duties, prerogatives, and advantages of the profession would 
be secured. By it a more perfect union would be established 
between the State educational system and the highest institu- 


' tion of learning in the State, (something much to be desired.) 


The course of study should embrace the art of instructing and 
governing in the schoolroom, supervision, grading, courses 
of study, text books, examinations, schoollaw, school hy- 
giene. etc., as also the history of education, the comparison 
and criticism of the systems of different countries; the science 
of teaching, and discussions of the theories and methods of 
teaching. University and other students, edueated and trained 
in this way, are much needed in the educational work of the 
State, as saperintendents, principals, and teachers in our high 
schools.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 


'These institutes are of incalculable benefit to teachers, not 
only from the amount of useful information obtained, but from 
the professional pride with which teachers are inspired, from 
improved methods ot teaching obtained, and from the new im- 
pulse which teachers receive from coming in contact with the 
leading educators of the State. Could these institutes be ex- 
tended into normal institutes of five or six weeks annually, 
they would go far towards supplying our deficiency in the way 
of normal schools, as thereby teachers would get an insight into 
theiradvantages. Indeed, itis claimed by mavy able “and ex- 
perienced educators, that normal institutes are doing more for 
the cause of education than established normal schools, as by 
the former a greater .mass of our country teachers can be 
reached and benefitted; and itis believed that the day is not 
far distant when normal institute work will be recognized as 
the most efficient aid in our educational appliances. Many of 
our teachers, though qualified educationally, are inexperienced 
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as such, and need just such, training as institutes are intended 
to furnish, in order to obtain a clear comprehension of the 
duties required of them. 

Teachers’ Institutes should be regarded as one of the neces- 
sitigs of our system of education, and they should be estab- 
lished on a permanent basis. To this end, it is recommended 
that some legislative provision be made, whereby teachers 
attending these institutes may not lose the time while so at- 
tending. An important factor in the successful establishment 
add prosecution of these institutes is an efficient corps of 
County Superintendents, men who are sufficiently interested in 
their work to earry it through successfully, and such, I fear, 
cannot in many instances be obtained for the trifling remuner- 
ation now offered. 

With a view to theimprovement of the teachers, and to revive 
an interest in the cause of education among the people of the 
State generally, it was determined.last summer to hold a series 
of Teachers’ Institutes under the direction of this department. 
Five were appointed to be held at different points, viz: Jack- 
son, Brookhaven, Meridian, Okolona and Winona. Owing to 
the appearance of yellow fever at Memphis about the time 
appointed for holding the institute at Winona, and the conse- 
quent apprehension of the spread of the disease, none was 
held there. Through the kindness and liberality of Dr. Sears, 
the General Agent of the Peabody Education Fund, $1000 was.. 
allowed from that fund for the purpose of securing the services 
of two able and experienced normal instructors, Major Jed 
Hotchkiss, of Virginia, and Professor H. H. Smith, of Texas, 
to conduct these institutes and to defray the incidental ex- 
penses attendant thereon. Though these institutes. are frequent 
in other States where public school systems have been longer in 
operation, and more successfully conducted than with us, and, 
in fact, in many such States constitute a part of the system, 
it was largely an experiment with us. The result, it is grati- 
fying to state, was highly satisfactory, and it is believed to 
have accomplished much good to the cause of education. 


UNIVERSITY OF MISSISSIPPI. 


This institution, it is gratifying to state, is in a flourishing 
condition, and probably at no former period of its history was 
its influence for good more generally felt. Chancellor Stewart, 
in his report dated December 17th, 1879, says: “The number 
of students admitted into the University from January lst to 
December 31, 1878, inclusive, was—law students, 16; under- 
graduates, 318. Total, 329. From January Ist to December 
17, 1879—law students, 23; undergraduates, 399: Total, 422. 
Forthe session which began September 26, 1878, and ended 
June 26, 1879, the numbers were—law students, 17; under- 
graduates, 301; post-graduates, 1. Total, 319. For the ses- 
sion now current, which began September 25, 1879, the num- 
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bers admitted to date are—law students, 18; undergraduates, 
334; post graduates, 2. Total, 354.”, 

The faculty consists of a chancellor, one professor and five 
lecturers for the school of law, seven professors and three 
tutors for the department of science, literature and the arts; 
one principal and two assistants for the department of” pre- 
paratory instruction. 

The appropriation for the University for the years 1878-79 
was $27,000 each ycar-for general purposes, and $6000 for re- 
pairs and improvements. Total, $60,000. In addition to the 
above, there has been received from fees paid by students, as 
reported by treasurer, as follows: For 1878-79, $3810 00, and 
for 1879—80, $4105 00. The expenditures have been for sala- 
ries and current expenses and for repairs, improvements and 
building. 

dd The prospects of the University are quite encouraging. 
There is a growiug disposition on the part of the people to 
give their sons a university education, and Mississippians need 
an institution of high grade. If the State will sce that the 
University gets her own, and will provide fecders in the shape 
of good high schools, wherever needed, she will do a noble 
work that will amply repay the cost of her support.” 

In addition to the above, I have only to add my commenda- 
tion to the utterances of the worthy and distinguished Chan- 
eellor of the University, and to express the hope that your 
Honorable Body may deem it consistent with the welfare of 
the State to make such appropriations as will keep the Uni- 
versity up to its present high standard. 


à ALCORN UNIVERSITY. 


Owing to the continued demand on my time in the office I 
have not been able to visit this Institution, and can therefore 
only submit the following extract from the report of Rev. Dr. 
Revels, President of the University. Under date of December 
19, 1879, he says: “Students have arrived here in greater num- 
bers this year than any yearsince my return to this University, 
before the Christmas holidays. ' We have already enrolled sev- 
enty, and if two-thirds of those who have notified us of their 
intention to come immediately after the Christmas holidays 
reach here, wo will have as many as we are at present prepared, 
comfortably, to care for. The school isina high state of 
prosperity." The following from the report of the Secretary 
of the Board of 'Trustees exhibits the financial condition of 
the University: ‘‘Salaries of President, Professors, Tutors, 
ete., for 1878-9 to December 19, 1879, $10,424 23; labor, ma- 
teriul for repairs, fencing, etc., for the years 1878-9, to Decem- 
ber 19, 1879, $4,027 60. The above includes premium on in- 
surance policies, $78 79. The amount paid out to this date 
for refectory building is $2,140 00.”

Dr. Revels further says: *During the years 1878-79 the pro- 
ceeds of cotton, wool and pork raised on the place vas about 
$1,100, and expended in repairing and purehasing domitory 
furniture snd other repairs and improvements on building, etc. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. L 


This school, located at Holly Springs, is believed to be doing 
a good work in the education of teachers for our colored 
Schools in that part of the State, the attendance being princi- 
pally from a few adjoining counties. >, 

The principal, in his report, dated December 21, 1879, says : 
“Tt affords me pleasure to say that regardless of all the 
dreadful results of the epidemie which visited our city, the 
. school has prospered greatly We made up nearly all the lost 
time in our studies, and had a very large attendance, while 
other schools were altogether closed. The attendance for the 
year 1878—79 was one hundred and seven, with an average at- 
tendance of sixty-five. Forthe year 1879-80 to the present 
month, the attendance has far exceeded that of thu past, and 
is already one hundred and ten, and the school year is not 
half out as yet. The average attendance is cighty-four. From 
the great inerease up to the present time I expect to have at 
least one hundred and fifty scholars this school year. Our 
prospects are good in every particular. We already see the 
most encouraging results of our labors in thg work of our’ 
scholars,” 

From a personal examination of the mol during the past 
summer I am satisfied it is doing!a good work.’ The Principal, 
in the report above alluded to, asks for an additional appropri- 
ation of five hundred dollàrs for the purchase of apparatus 
and books for library, which I would suggest is much needed. 


TOUGALOO UNIVERSITY. 


This Institution, under the direction and \control of the 
American Missionary Society, is doing a most excellent work in 
the education of the colored youth of the State. For a num- 
ber of years after its establishment an annual appropriation 
was made by the State, supplementary to the funds contributed 
by the Society, and a Board of Trustees was appointed on the 
part of the Siato. This Board still exists, but inasmuch as 
the last Legislature failed to make appropriation for.the Uni- 
versity and as the property belongs to the Missionary Society, 
it would appear to be useless. The Principal, writing on 
the 20th of December, 1879, says: “The improvement in 
the school is very marked. This is seen in the general train- 
ing of students, in the greater number who are desiring to 
complete the regular course of study, the increased number in 
attendance in higher grades; in more frequent visits from pat- 
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rons; and by the friends it is making among the whites where 
our students have been at work." 

The management of the institution is admirable; its teachers 
are superior, and every thing connected with it is in excellent 
condition, as I have had occasion to learn from personal ob- 
servation. As a recognition of the good work being done by 
thq American Missionary Society in the education and eleva- 
tion of the colored'people of the State, it is recommended that 
a liberal appropriation be made that it may be rendered still 
more useful. ' 


"STATE MAPS. 


By an Actof the last Legislature the State Superintendent 
of Education was authorized to dispose of these maps on hand 
at fifty cents a piece. Ninety-eight of them have been dis- 


posed of under this Act, and the proceeds paid over to-the ' 


State Treasurer, for which I hold his receipt. Thereis still on 
hand about five hundred of them. These maps have been on 
hand since 1872. There being so little demand for them, and 
as they are being damaged by storage, it is suggested that 
the State Superintendent be authorized to distribute them to 
those publie schools that have never received them. 

In this.connection, it may be well to state that when this 
Office was moved into the Capitol last year, there was on hand 
Certain articles of furniture not needed. These, by direction 
of the State Board of Education, were sold, and the proceeds, 
amounting to forty dollars, likewise turned over to the State 
Treasurer, and for which I hold his receipt. 


PEABODY FUND. 


In the early part of 1878, I was notified by Dr. Sears, the 
general agent of the Peabody Educational Fund, that he had 
promised to my predecéssor for the public schools at Sena- 
tobia and Water Valley the sum of $500, ($200 to the former 
and $300 to the latter.) This amount was received and be- 
stowed as promised. Dr. Sears also informed me about the 
same time that Mississippi would be allowed ten Peabody 
scholarships at the Nashville Normal College, worth $200 
each. It was my purpose to determine the selection of these 
scholarships by competitive examination, but the yellow fever 
having, in the meantime, made its appearance in many parts 
of the State precluded the possibility of carrying out my 
plan. I, therefore recommended seven of the applicants from 
different portions of the State, six of whom I am gratified to 
state, passed satisfactory examinations, and will complete 
their course in May next, and return to the State to enlist in 
the education of our youth, prepared to exemplify the most 
approved methods of teaching. 
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In the fall of 1879, seven more of these scholarships were 
filled by competitive examination. So that the State has now 
thirteen young ladies and gentlemen at the Normal College at: 
Nashville. '

This fund has heretofore been used principally in the di- 
rect aid to public schools, but Dr. Sears, in a recent communi- 
- cation, informs me that the Board of Trustees, at their meéting 
in October last, had decided to discontinüe .aid to public 
schools, except in extraordinary cases, and to use their fund 
for educating teachers for their work. This will prove a serious 
inconvenience to some of our schools that have, for several 
years past, looked to this source for assistance, but the ulti- 
mate result, it is believed, will prove beneficial to the cause of 
education. | 


AN ASSISTANT IN THE OFFICE OF THE STATE SUPERINTENDENT 


Is much needed. The duties of the office have largely in- 
creased within the last few years, and are now such that no 
one man can properly attend to them. The State Superin- 
tendent is expected to visit and inspect the schools in differ- 
ent portions of the State; to counsel and advise with County 
Superintendents; to hold teacher's institutes and to look 
after the general interests of the publie schools. Yet when 
he leaves his office at the Capitol, it must be closed, and its 
business is suspended until his return. The average number 
of letters he has been called on to answer annually, for the 
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last two years, will not fall short of two ea: and in 
addition to this, he is required by law to furnish all the neces- 
sary blanks to County Superintendents for the operations of 
their respective schools. 

The State Board of Education has allowed, for the last two 
years, a small amount, $200 00, per annum, from the con- 
tingent fund to pay its Secretary, 'and he has been employed by 
the Department in the way of assistance, without which much 
ofi ts business must have been neglected, 


PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


It will doubtless appear to many a work of supererogation, 
at this late day, to undertake any argument in support of popu- 
lar education, but there are still among us those who would 
dispense with all State aid in this most important of State 
duties, some of whom are honest in their convictions—believ- 
ing that the education of the youth of the country is a duty 
which devolves alone on the parent. This question—as to 
whether or not the State shall aid in the education of her 
children—if we may accept the sentimert of other States and 
peoples, is settied in the affirmative. If, as itis claimed, the 
virtue, integrity, and happiness of a people depend upon their 
intelligence; if the statistics of the prison and poor-house can 
be relied on, that the great mass of their inmates are unedu- 
cated; if it be true that ignorance and sensuality go hand in 
hand, and that illiteracy, bigotry, and superstition are all 
closely allied, then the correct answer to this question is un- 
mistakeable. No one in this enlightened age will question the 
fact that labor is remunerative just in proportion as' itis di. 
rected by intelligence and skill, and at this particular period 
of time remuneration in some shape or other, is the end of all 
labor, and the amount of remuneration should be in inverse 

ratio to the amount of-labor, orin other words, it should be 
our aim to derive the fullest benefit from the labor expended, 
and in order to attain this end’ we must be able to labor intel- 
ligently. 1 would not be understood as arguing in favor of a 
parsimonious policy in schoo: matters ; for it can be demon- 
strated beyond the peradventure of a doubt that no invest- 
ment of State or individual means, brings in so large a profit 
as in education. Unfortunately for Mississippi, she is, at pres- 
ent, unable to expend that amount in the education of her 
youth that her necessities demand. 

It is not an uncommon impression among those who have 


given but little attention to the history of the State, that pub- : 


lic education dates its introduction among us from the termi- 
nation of the late war, and that the present system was foisted 
on the people by those who had no abiding interest with us. 
Such, hówever, is not the case. As far back as 1846 an Act to 
establish a system of common schools was adopted by the 
Legislature of this State. In January, 1867, an eminent body 
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of teachers, composed of such men as J. N. Waddel, Geo. Little, 
H. F. Johnson, Thomas S. Gathright, Walter Hillman, A. J. 
Quinche, and many others of the leading educators of the State, 
assembled in the city of Jackson, to take under consideration 
its educational interests. This body urgently recommended 
the adoption, by the State, of a common school system, for the 
colored, as well as the white children. And even previous to 
that date, scarcely a message from the Governor fails to call 
attention to this important measure. Governor Holmes, more 
than sixty years ago, in hisyannual message, says: *'In a com- 
munity where the peopie profess to be capable of governing 
themselves, and wherealllegitimate power emanates from them, 
it is an acknowledged truth that the facility of obtaining edu- 
cation is an object of primary importance and ought to claim 
the unremitting attention of those to whom the high functions | 
are committed." Governor McNutt, in 1838, said: “Property 
qualifieations having been repudiated, and a short residence and 
mature age being the sole passport to the ballot-box, and to 
ollice, it is essential to our happiness and the preservation of 
our liberties to provide sufficient means and proper induce- 
ments to secure the education' of every child in the State." , 
Governor Tucker, in his message to the Legislature, in 1844, 
urging the adoption of some measure looking to publie eduea- 
tion, Said: “It is true some would have to pay school tax who 
have no children to educate. This would be an expense 
without profit, to some extent. But in an enlighten- 
ed and just view of the subject the whole community, 
as well as those who have not as those who have 
children to educate would be benefitted. Hon, A. G. Brown, 
who still lives and entertains the sentiments expressed by him 
more than a quarter of a century ago, when Governor of the 
State, said: ** The rich may say ‘we have no interest in the 
education of the poor.” There could be no greater or more 
fatal error. Pride, the love of offspring, the ephemeral pleasure 
of witnessing the tree of youth nurtured by our care, as it 
expands and grows and ripens into manhood—these teach the 
rich to educate their own children; bui the higher considera- 
tions of patriotism, the holier cause of religion and morality, 
the pure and unstained love of human happiness, teach them 
io educate the poor." Governor McWillie said, in 1858: “You 
need have no fear of paying too much for purposes of educa- 
tion; its value is beyond any measure that can be made in 
dollars and cents, We have expended hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for the benefit of thieves and murderers in the erec- 
tion of a penitentiary, thus taxing the honest labor and capital 
of the country for the benefit of criminals. Let the money be 
expended in the education of the people, and it will be a bet- 
ter appropriation, and prevent more crime than such institu- 
tions." i 

These and like expressions from the speeches and messages 
of zs great minds of the State in the past might be repeated 
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through all of its history, from its or ganization down to the late 
war, all going to show that public education was a fixed and 
well defined idea long before the days of alien rule, under whom 
the present system was inaugurated. 

It therefore behooves those in power to utilize to the best 
advantage the limited means at their command, Wehave now 
in the State the ground-work of a good system of public edu- 

cation, and if itis properly n nurtured by our law-makers, ad- 
ministered faithfully by those in authority, and sustained by 
the people of the State, must in $'few years work blessings of 
inestimable benefit.

To the Honorable Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


We have the honor to herewith submit to your honorable ` 


body the First Biennial Report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. In doing so we shall simply present a copy of the Re- 
port submitted to your consideration at the last meeting of the 
Legislature, as no changes have occurred in the status of the 
Sixteenth Section Lands requiring special notice. 

The difficulty mentioned in the last report, in getting a cor- 
rect statement from the counties, in relation to the Sixteenth 
Lands, has not, as yet, been wholly overcome. 

We can get specific data from but few counties in the State. 

The following is as near as we can obtain: 

Number of acres of 16th Section Lands originally granted to 
the State by the General Government: 

Number of aeres..... ccce eeseeeeee seno reete 001,000 
Number of acres of Chickasaw land.................. 174,550 

From the meagre reports in our possession we are unable 

to estimate definitely as to the disposition made of these 16th 
Section Lands; most of which, prior to the war, were leased for 
à period of ninety-nine years, the original purchasers paying 
the money for said lands tó the local Boards, and this money 
loaned on such security as was at that time deemed to be sol- 
vent and good, but since the war have been found, in almost 
every case, to be unavailable, from the fact that the obligations 
of parties are barred by the statute of limitation, and in niany 
Instances the bankruptcy of debtors. The notes given, unfor- 
tunately, are deemed worthless. 
_ In a few isolated cases the purchase money was not paid, and 
in these cases the lands, or their value in money, remain under 
the control of the local Township Boards. These funds here- 
tofore have been desperately handled. g 

w would respectfully call attention to the Report of the 
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Special Ccmmittee appointed 1874, under House Concurrent 
Resolution, No. 8, for the purpose of examing and reporting 
the conditton of tke Chickasaw School Fund, whieh report can 
be found on file in the State Library, and contains a full and 
complete history of the subject. The law leasing these lands 
fixed their value at six dollars per aere, in gold or its equiva- 
lent, and is still in force. 

We are of the opinion that at that time there were thousands 
of acres of this land really worth the valuation put upon it, 
but in view of the fact that all of the lands approximating to 
said valuation have been entered, leaving about 37,143. acres, 
for which the State cannot, and has not found a purchaser for 
years, for the manifest reason that the valuation is entirely too 
high. 

By a proper reduction in the price of this land, it would very 
greatly benefit two classes of our citizens—those who wish to 
obtain land for homesteads, and those who would receive the 
proceeds in the way of the education of their children. We 
trust that the Legislature will give us a revision entirely of 
these school lands, throwing a proper safeguard around them, 
and permitting them to be put into market. 

Such an Act would reduce taxation on the lands now paying 
the revenues of the State, and give us a handsome school fund 
for the purpose of aiding in the education of the youth of the 
State to a higher civilization. 

For further information on the subjects on which we are re- 
quired by law to report, we would respectfully refer your Hon- 
‘orable Body to the report of the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation wherein all will be found that is attainable.
